SCHOOL REPORT. 


District No. 1. 


Prudential Committee, B. Frank Terrill. Teachers, Miss Ola 
-M.:Smith, Canaan, and Miss R. Belle Waldron, Orange. 

Summer term.—Miss Smith is a young teacher of some expe- 
rience, and at my visit the first of the term, I was well pleased 
with the school, and had confidence that the term would be a 
success, but owing to some dissatisfaction of the scholars and 
parents, the term closed rather abruptly, and therefore I did 
not make but one visit, so I shall not attempt to approve or dis- 
approve of the whys and wherefores. 

Winter term.—Miss Waldren is a teacher that gives general 
satisfaction, but owing to her being a native of the district, and 
having been a pupil in the school from her infancy, her employ- 
ment as a teacher for this school, might have been considered 
as of doubtful expediency. But she labored hard to meet the 


demands of the scholars, and I think she acquitted herself with 
quite a successful term. 


District No. 2. 


Prudential Committe. Jesse Barney. Teacher, Miss Rosie 
B. Waldron, Orange. This term of school enjoyed a very good 
degree of prosperity under the charge of Miss Waldron. She 
haying taught in this district before the parents felt confident 
of a profitable school, and the closing examination showed that 
their hopes and expectations had not been blasted, and I can 
say that those scholars who during the term attended school for 


the purpose to succeed, made commendable, and I may say 
praiseworthy progress. ae

District No. 38. 


Prudential Committee, Dexter Whittier. Teachers, Mrs. 
Julia S. Hoyt, Orange, and Mr. Hubbard W. Aldrich, Canaan. 

Summer term.-—Mrs. Hoyt is an inexperienced: teacher, and 
this school being in her district where she has formerly attended 
school, the scholars her former schoolmates, she also had the 
additional disadvantage of having some in tbe district who were 
opposed to her teaching this term. Yet she tried to labor for 
the good of the school, and I think she met with quite good 
success. | 

Winter term.—This was Mr. Aldrich’s first experience as a 
teacher, but at my visit the first of the term, I was'very well 
pleased with the interest he seemed to take in the school, order 
quite good. Not being notified of its close, I did not visit it 
but once, therefore am unable to judge of the improvement. 


District No. 4. 


Prudential Committee, Henry N. Bullard. Teachers, Flor- 
ence L. Clough, and George A. Clough. 

Summer term.—Under the care of Miss Clough: made a fair 
degree of improvement. She gained the love and respect of 
her pupils and the good will of the parents. The government 
of the school was secured by a mild discipline and a pleasing 
manner, and I think she gave very good satisfaction. 


Winter term.—Mr. Clough had charge of this school. I think 
he is a teacher well calculated to gain his scholars’ affections, 
and his education sufficient to meet the demands of the school, 
but at my first visit I saw a lack of order-and requested an im- 
provement, but at the close of the term I saw no improvement 
in the order, yet there was some advancement made by the 
scholars in their studies, but not what there would have been if 
the discipline had been a little more thorough. 


District No. 5. 


Prudential Committee, Everett E. Wheeler. ‘Teacher, Hittie 
G. Knight. 


This is a small school, and but one term during the year, un-

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der the instruction of Miss Knight. Order quite good. There 
were but five small scholars that attended this term, but they 
seemed to be interested in their studies and made some advance- 
ment in the branches taught. 


j District No. 6. 


Prudential Committee, Arial B. Martin. Teacher, Miss Mary 
E. Heath. 

This was Miss Heath’s first term in this town and she showed 
by her energy that she earnestly labored to bring the school un- 
der her discipline. The school was very quietand orderly. She 
won the love and respect of the scholars, as they seemed to 
know their business and to attend to the same. The term was 
a success 


District No. 7. 


Prudential Committee, George G. Virgin. Teachers, Miss 
R. B. Waldron, Orange, and Mr. Fred B. Clark, Canaan. 

Summer term.—Miss Waldron was teacher of this term, and 
I think she tried hard to make this a successful school, and the 
improvement was quite good. | | 


Winter term—This was Mr. Clark’s first attempt at teaching © 
and I had hopes that he would have good success, but at my 
first visit I saw that the order was pcor and the scholars very 
restless and uneasy. I saw that unless he gave them to under- 
stand he was master, the school would not come up to the high 
standard it ought to. At my visit at the close of the term, found 
some improvement in the order, yet not as much as there ought 
to have been. ‘There was some advancement made.

REMARKS. 


A few general remarks may not be deemed inappropriate. 

Ihave but a few suggestions to make at the close of this 
school year, but I will endeavor to present a correct statement 
of the condition of our schools. I have tried to do justice by 
all, without striving to gain the good or ill will of any, as in 
trying to please every one we can not please any one, even our- 
selves. 

I am of the opinion that some of our schools have been very 
successful, and some almost a failure. As it is well known that 
some of our schools have not been as profitable as they ought 
to have been, owing to the incompetency of the teachers. In 
some cases I think order being the one great point in which 
they have failed, and others for the want of a little more thor- 
ough knowledge of what we term a good education. Yet I 
think in all cases there has been some advancement, and some 
very good improvement. 

In two or three instances I see the teachers. have adopted the 
custom of a general recess instead of the former practice of let- 
ting ‘‘the boys have a recess by themselves,” and ‘‘the girls by 
themselves.” It does not seem to be an improvement, but rath- 
er tends to impropriety. 

Some districts have suffered from the seeming unavoidable 


employment of inexperienced teachers, who have not met the,

demands of the school in some cases. I hope and trust pruden- 
tial committees will not in the future permit teachers to com- 
mence the duties of a term before receiving their certificates, as 
has been the case with several teachers the past year. I am 
sorry to say there is not as much interest manifested in school 
matters in this town as there should be. This lack of interest 
shows itself in the little care and attention parents show in se- 


lecting prudential committees, as it seems to be the prevailing 


opinion that any one is competent to select a teacher, and man- 
age the school. Ought this to be the case? I leave it to you 
to decide. Iam glad to be able to report the improvement of 
the school-house in district No. 2, by the addition of desks,

which are a decided improvement to the house, and what is 
more, the benefit and comfort it gives the scholars. It is now 
as comfortable as any in town. 

The custom which prevails in our schools of a mixed series 
of text books is a great hindrance to the schools, besides being 
perplexing to teachers, but knowing the dislike of getting new 
books, i have neglected to insist upon the introduction ofnew 
books, though I think that it has been to the disadvantage of 
some of our schools. 

Ican see no improvement in the evils so common in our 
schools of tardiness and irregularity of attendance which are in- 
jurious to the schools. Habits of punctuality and regularity 
cannot be too highly esteemed in scholars. i 

In closing this report I would extend my thanks to the inhab- 
itants of the town for the kind manner in which they have as- 
sisted me in my efforts for the welfare of the schools during the 
year.
